Pursuant to the instructions of President Johnson, 
the FBI has conducted a full Investigation into the assassination of 
President Kennedy and the murder of Lee Harvey Oswald. I can 
assure you every ramification of this matter was carefully 
considered. 


Our report has been forwarded to the Attorney General 
and the Presidential Commision. It has not been made public Inasmuch 
as this Commission has been charged with the responsibility to study 
all available Information and make a finding in these matters.
